Mr. Bell remarked that he did not say that he 
would disregard the instruct i ons of the lennessee 
Legislature, but that he would not obey them, nor 
did he say he would vote for the adtnissiou cf Kan- 
sas undsr the Lecompton constitution. He was in- 
clined to go against it, but would await new devel- 
opments. 

Mr. Seward begged leave to interpose, sa> ing he 
had paid pirticular attention to Mr. Bell's speech, 
and, when Mr. Johnson replied, saw that he (John- 
son^ misapprehended, when he spoke as if Bell bad 
pledged himself to vote fur Kansas under the Le- 
compton constitution. 
The Senate adjourned till Monday. 
House — Mr. Taylor continued. He anticipated 
no good results from deciding this case in the ab- 
sence of such rules. Matteson's constituents would 
doubtlessly, next November, place their seal of con- 
demnation upon his conduct. Each constituency 
has the right to decide for itself tie character of its 
own representative. 

Mr. Giddings said that the people of a Congres- 
sional district had a right to be -represented on the 
floor of this House.

thetr toll by addirg to its ability to produce when 
the time comes to draw upon it. . 

0:.e means of accomplishing this end is to intro- 
duce more gcod stock upon tbo e farms that have 
heretofore pro'ueed corn and other grain largely for 
market. Growing stock will pay a better interest 
than corn in the crib, and can as well await a de- 
stand. Grasses and clover, properly applied now, 
will edd greatly to the crop a few jears hence, and 
a mere extended range cf smaller products may be 
easi'y arranged so as to supercede the necessity for 
ths outlav of many dollars in the course of the vear.

Dissection ok a Tiii nhh: Ci.oiu». — Some of 
thj most surprising results yet known to the scien- 
tific world are related in a ru-ent article in the Brit- 
ish Quarterly Review, on Andrew Crosse, tha fa- 
'mous electrician. The following is an extract: In 
visiting his seat at Broomfield, tne splendid appara- 
tus he emplo/ed for extrac.icg electricity from the 
atmosphere would first arrest the attentioa. Fancy 
the electric telegraph of our railways stretching 
across a fore-t, with its ports mounted on the tops of 
the highest tiees, and the reader will be enabled to 
form tome idea of the scene in Mr. Crosse's park. 
Far overhead ran wires, supported by p les, which 
rose from the summits of the trees, and weie provi- 
ded with an insulating arrangement, to prevent the 
dispersion of the fluid. The duty of these wires 
was to fetch in the electricity tf the clouds and the 
fo^s, so that it might be examined at ease by the 
owner of the mansion. 

Within the building there was a large room, wLh 
an arched roof, originally intended for a music hall, 
but now occupied by voltaic batteries, galvanic piles, 
electrical jars, and other implements of philosophy. 
It was a place where strange processes were in pro* 
gress, and where subtle streams of fluid, flawing in 
silent but cea-eless currents, were busily employed 
in piling up little mineral fabrics, and compelling 
the obedieut atoms to fashion tbeinsul ves into exqui- 
site forms of crystal architecture. But it was a 
place MM where the same element might be seen in 
its pride, and where it might also be neard in its 
wrath; for all the»e wires could be made to pour 
t'leir supplies into a large brass conductor, fixed and 
insulated cn a table in the organ gallery.

gether, and di cbarged into the soil without entering 
'.he apart Meat, IJ"t if the mrr oiar. wished to o'i- 
zerwjffca play ol t:ie nerv element, it was easy to 
increase or diiniuL»h tbe di-turue between the Iwo 
brass knob«, and thus to regulate tie charge to be 
received by the huge battery einiliyed Then, if 
there were any electricity astir in tbe atmosphere, 
tho : e bells would be sure to revesl the fact, and a 
succession of spirks and explosions, augmenting in 
rapidity as the commotion increas d, woti'd enable 
the observer to s?e into the storm, as it were, and 
listen to its doings related in its own voice. 

The results wtrj surpri.-ing. With this noble 
searchir g apparatus, Mr. Crosse succeeded in ob- 
taining an insight iuto the composition of a thunder 
cloud, such as no one else had done before him. Im- 
agine a dense mass of vapor approaching the elec- 
trical observatory ou a sultry summer's diy. No 
sooner doss its margin arrive overhead the exploring 
wire than the brass bulls begin to announce the 
commencement of the fray. A spa-k is sjen, a de- 
tonation heard, and these heralds of tbe tempast are 
followed by a series of mimic flashes and explosions 
somewhat slowly delivered; they may not perhaps 
exceed 9 or 10 durng the first minute of the con- 
vulsion. Then there is a pause, but after a wh.le 
ihe a paratu* gives fo th another ;et of sparks aud 
svap; i-^r. r.umhvi-, ufial afcoia fores t> 

those whiuh have just been exhibited, but dill^ring 
in this particular — that if tbe tirst cim-ustod of*icg- 
ative electricity, the second will consist of the con- 
trary description. 

Another pause take) place, and then the sparks 
begin to leap from ball to ball, but with greater vig- 
or and rapidity than Lefoie; these are discharges of 
negative electricity, as at the outset, and when they 
have passed a similar set of po. iti\ e eruptions inva- 
riably ensnes. Again the apparatus become silent, 
but it is only for a short interval. A more numer- 
ous aud brilliant succession of flashes soon announce 
that another zone of negative vapor is sweeping 
aloft, to be followed, after a brief respite, by a cor- 
responding zone of positive electricity. The inter- 
vals of repose now grow shorter, aud at length a 
stream of tire is seen to pour from one conductor to 
the other, broken only by the change from one kind 
of fluid to its opposite. When the centre of tbe 
cloud has reached the spot, ard the exploring wires 
are sucking tbe lightnings from its heart, the etfect 
is inconceivable fine. 

With the thunder roaring around the building, 
the windows rattling in th«ir frames, the raia dash- 
ing against the F ane? > tlje electric fie Ixundiug 
madly from ball to ball, and bursting incessan'ly, 
as if enraged at the presumptuous mortal who hid 
dared to drag it from its native sky, his must be a 
stout heart who could witness snch a scene without 
some feeling of awe, or even of alarm ; for there is ; 
death in every di-charge, if those conductors were : 
rashly approached, and thousands might perish in 
the emptying of a single cloud. But as the excited 
vapors rolled on tbe explosions begin to slat-ken in 
number, and a series of twin eruptions, alternating 
with periods of repose, show that the latter half of 
the cleud corresponds, in its eleCtrical arrangement- , 
with the former. Finally, the languid spaik and 
lazy snap announce that the hurly-burly is nearly 
done, or that tbe storm is traveling, with the rem- 
nant of its wrath, to some neighboring locality.

TitKASt.uE ix Loivki: California — A letter in a 
San Francisco paper from La Paz, Lower California, 
gives the fo. lowing account of some wonderfully rich 
pearl treasures suppeised to exist in that country: 

A marvellous story is told here of a great treasure 
which lies buried somewhere in the vicinity of Lo- 
retto, exceeding in value that of tbe famous Capt. 
Kidd, on the island of Crocus. It runs in this w ise: 
In the latter end of the last century, say about the 
year 1790, an Englishman by the name of Jeremiah 
Evans settled there as an agent of tbe Spanish 
crown, who was largely engaged in the pearl fishery. 
He was successful far beyond his most sanguine an- 
ticipations. The divers he had employed numbered 
by hundreds upon hundreds, and the pearls he ob- 
tained were of the most costly and precious charac- 
ter. Evans was undoubtedly the largest pearl 
operator in the world. 

He sent a necklace to the Queen of Spain, about 
the year 1800, the price of which, it is said, was 
computed to be worth a million of dollars! He col- 
lected iris pearl oysters from the Gulf Stream and 
planted them iu a shallow fresh wa er pond in the 
interior. During one of the severe storms which 
almost annually occur on the Gulf, and which the 
Mexicans denominate ''■rrdorumce," an immense 
quantity of these pearl oysters were blown upon the 
beach; these he al.-o gathered up and planted in his 
pond; until, it is suppj-ed, he hail a quantity of 
pearls equal in value to live millions of dollars, 
which he intended to take to Europe and dispo-e of 
at his leisure. Here he had machinery at woik, 
something like a min.*r'> rocker, by which process 
he washed out the bivalves, while the glittering and 
brilliant pearls adhered to the shell. The*e pearls 
he buried from time to time in some unknow n place. 
He sent many a ship load of shells to Cdiz and 
Havre, the proceedsof which more than paid his ex- 
penses. The p-arls he disposed of iu Paris, London, 
and Madrid. Kvans died suddeuly about tbe year 
1810, and with him peri-bed all knowledge of tbe 
• or-(t sp|| where lie* hmi-d the MMW) p»<irl 
treasure.

He is a geo.tLman who stands high 
in social and commercial circle j here, has an esti- 
mable family, and i* also I y m; rriage connected 
with a highly respectable circle of relatives in this 
citv, who, if overwhelmed with poignant giief and 
shame at the publication referred to, must have the 
same redoubled by the notoriety thus given to the 
a lair. 

It wa< cowardly and unmanly to thus att ck a 
man with his right arm crippled, as was Mr, Went- 
worth's bv the very recent dislocation of hi* should- 
er, and if Mr. Flint has the palliation of blind 
wrath, his seconds and advisers in the dastardly ar, 
McYicker and Sherwo id, have certainly no such ex- 
cuse.
